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THE PRESIDENTIAL RACE, 


The San Francisco Bulletin, whith 
is not booming for anybody, has this 
to say in regard to the prospects of 
the leading Republican candidates for 
the Presidency: We have now heard 
from 561 out of the 756 votes of the 
National Republican Convention. | 
They stand, as nearly as can be com- 
puted: Grant 253; Blaine, 145; Ed- 
munds, 40; Sherman, 71, and Wash- 
burne, 12. There are, in addition, 42 
votes whose preferences have not been 
declared. One hundred and ninety- 
five votes are yet to be heard from. 
One hundred and twelve of Grant's 
votes came from states which will not 
cast a Republican majority. 
six of Blaine’s votes came from the 
same region. Sherman’s strength is 
nearly equally divided between the 
two sections. Edmund's support is 
from New England. Washburne’s 
small squad has been recruited only 
in Republican strongholds. 

The figure which the South isj cut- 
ting in the struggle is thus revealed. 
Grant gets nearly one-half his votes 
from that section; Blaine more than 
one-third, and Sherman nearly the 
same proportion as Grant. Buta Re- 
publican majority most likely will not 
be cast in any Southern state. The 
general result so far is that Blaine is 
not doing much more than holding 
his own, as compared with his per- 
formances in 1876. Grant, though 
having the most votes, has exhibited 
much less popular strength. The 
Pennsylvania Delegation was carried 
for him oy a narrow majority. A 
change of a few votes would have giv- 
en the delegation to Blaine. The 
demonstration in New York in his fa- 
vor was somewhat stronger. But 
there isa mutiny in both these states 
against him. There is alsoa National 
anti-third term movement which bodes 
him no good. The 128 votes he got 
from Cameron and Conkling consti- 
tute his chief political capital. 

The chances for Grant’s nomination 
onSthe first ballot, do not just at this 
moment, appear to be very promising. 
To accomplish it he must carry 126 
out of the 195 votes yet to be chosen, 
which would be greatly in advance 
of the average strength which he has 
so far been exhibiting. 
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THE STATE. 


Standing as Reno does at the door 
of the State she is affected by the con- 
dition of the whole basin more than 
any one town in Nevada. Whatever 
goes in or out passes through here, 
and whether it is cattle or coin it adds 
something to cur business. A glance 
over the whole field shows that the 
outlook is not at all gloomy. The 
overshadowing depression of the Com- 
stock gives the impression that we 
have but little to hope for, but every 
year the Comstock grows smaller and 
smaller as compared with the State at 
large. There was atime when Neva- 
da was the Comstock and the Com- 
stock was Nevada, but that is true no 
longer. We have many other districts 
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friends, the I X L and neighboring 
districts are highly praised, and East- 
ern men are looking about among 
them. Pyramid is growing daily, and 
the Esmeralda expects to build ita 
mill long before snow falis again, The 
hills are covered with rich feed and 
will soon be alive with cattle and 
sheep from California. The Truckee 
country will call for stacks of hay and 
will send lumber all over the Great 
Basin. The meadows are green with 
alfalfa, which has fairly leaped to meet 
‘the sunshine since the storm subsided. 
There are roads building to turn trade 
this way from the far north. Rail- 
roads are talked of, and Reno’s' better 
class of merchants are reaching far- 
ther and farther fortrade. Much land 
in Spanish Springs valley and around 
Steamboat is being cleared, and in 
other parts of the State much new 
land will be broken this spriog. I 
the natural course of events the good 
effects will be visible in all branches of 
business, and a great deal better times 
will grow gradually upon us. 


THE SKIPPING ROPE, 


The little girls are warned not to 
play with the skipping rope too much. 
Children drop dead every season from 
jumping the rope to excess, as in try- 
ing to skip it a thousand times with- 
out stopping. And beside the danger 
of dropping dead, which is of itself a 
frightful thing for little girls to think 
of, there isa risk of being crippled. 
An Indianapolis dcctor says that in- 
juries to the bones of the leg or spine 
frequently result from rope jumping. 
The oft-repeated concussions are apt 
to produce what is called necrosis of 
the bones. The boneshad to be re- 
moved from both legs of a little girl 


| not long ago, owing to this disease, 


which had been brought on by skip- 
ping the rope too much. Now a lit- 
i tle girl without any bones in her legs 


is in a sorry plight indeed, and is no 
better off when she grows up. In 
fact, it is difficult to see how a girl 
with boneless legs can ever grow up 
at all. Boneless codfish is a good 
thing and finds a ready sale, but bone- 
less girls are not in demand. It is 
true that many girls have more bone 
than is absolutely necessary to sustain 
the weight of the less solid constitu- 
ents of the body, but even in such 
cases, operations for the removal of 
their osseous superfluity are attended 
with so much inconvenience as to be 
generally considered undesirable. 
Those who have the care of chil- 
dren should, at the least, take pains 
to impress them with the danger of 
too much rope skipping. The Indiana- 
polis doctor who has charge of a surgi- 
cal institute, says that “not a month 
passes but cases are brought to the 
institution to be treated for injuries 
brought on by the continuous concus- 
sions upon the bones in this amusc- 
ment. He advises parents and teach- 
ers to prohibit the ‘pernicious pastime’ 
under any and all circumstances.”

A New Iuvention for 
Runaways. 


Mr. O. Dunkle, says the Eureka 
Leader, has just received from the 
Patent Office at Washington a patent 
for what he terms his ‘* Vehicle Device 
for Hitching Horses.” In brief, this 
invention consists of a lever attached 
to the bed or body of the vehicle, and 
so connected with the single-trees and 
horses’ bits, that when left standing, 


in case the herses move ahead, their 
motion will operate the lever and draw 
their heads apart or together, thus 
checking them. Then, when they 
back in obedience to the check they 
receive, the pull will be relieved. In 
driving the ordinary lines are used; 
but in case of the horses attempting to 
run, the driver can draw en the check- 
rein which is used with the lever, and 
thus draw the horses’ heads to either 
side and stop them, and this without 
reference tothe driving reins. 

With this device anyone can stop 
the most incorrigible runaway team, 
and serious, aud often fatal, accidents 
be avoided. Its efficacy has been tried 
by the inveator time and again in

Quite a business is done by some of 
| Reno's more energetic boys in catch- 
ing drift wood in the river during 
high water. Immense quantities come 
down during freshets and, although 
not a tithe is landed, yet a good many 
houses could be kept in fuel from 
this source. The lazy way to geta 
load is to swing out a-small boom, 
consisting of a stick of timber anchor- 
ed to the shore at one end, and held 
at the other by a rope fastened to a 
friendly tree higher up. These little 
booms fill up every few thinutes, ‘and 
keep the head of the firm hard at work 
pat, ea the contents, while his part- 
ners or employees are carrying it off 
or “casting” for blocks further out. 


- “CASTING” 


is a simple but effective operation. A 
chunk of iron is fastened to the end 
of a rope thirty feet long, and ‘when a 
stick worthy the effort comes sailing 
down the stream, fifteen, . eighteen 
twenty or twenty-five feet from the 
bank, the.weight is thrown beyond it 
so the ropeshall fall directly over it. 
The line ig then hauled in, and if’ the 
stick should slip out from under it, 

nothér cast usually brings it within 
reach of the pole armed with a hook 
which quickly deposits it on the rocky 
shore.

‘| A Wagon Desicned to. Run Itself, and 


: Carry Freight and Passengers, 


A novel looking wagon, unloaded 
at the Winnemucca depot, is. attract- 
ing the attention of the curious, the 
Silver State says. It is not set up in 


safe to trust it in that condition, it 
having been designed to rum forever if 
once stacted and permitted to go 
without brakes. It was invented by 
a minister, who resided in Umionville
